The  duties  respecting  copyrights  devolved  upon  the  Department  of  the  Interior  by  the  act  of 
1859  having  been  assigned  to  the  Patent  Olfiee,  it  is  requested  that  all  cases  and  packages  of 
copyright  publications  be  forwarded  by  express,  addressed  to  the  Commissioner  of  Patents,  and 
distinctly  marked  “Copyright  matter.”  The  expense  of  transportation  will  be  paid  at  this  office. 

!t  is  held  that  the  fee  prescribed  by  the  4th  section  of  the  act  of  1831  was  designed  to  afford 
compensation  for  all  the  services  required  under  its  provisions.
